APPEAL BRIEF of APPLICANT

The applicant has appealed to the Trademark Trial and Appeal Board (TTAB) of the U.S. Patent

and Trademark Office (PTO) from the final decision of the Trademark Examining Attorney refusing

registration of the mark identified above. The applicant fies this Appeal Brief to further that proceeding.
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I. Introduction

The single question presented in this appeal is whether confusion is likely to arise based on two

parties' use of the common term "ecosafe" as a mark on different goods sold to sophisticated purchasers

in different channels of trade, especially given the number of similar marks in use on similar goods.

II. Relevant Facts

The applicant fied its intent-to-use (ITU) application on January 17,2008, to register the mark

ECOSAFE in connection with "Electrochemical cells and batteries; batteries for use in storage of

electrical energy produced from renewable sources, namely, wind, wave, solar or geothermal energies."

In a first Office Action dated March 26, 2008, the Trademark Examining Attorney refused registration

under Trademark Act Section 2(d), 15 U.S.C. § 1052(d), on the ground that the applicant's mark, when

used in connection with the initially identified goods, is likely to be confused with an earlier-registered

mark. The cited mark is ECOSAFE for "electrical cables," U.S. Registration No. 2,744,511 ofPrysmian

Power Cables and Systems USA, LLC.

The applicant's prior attorney of record, Elliott J. Stein, fied a response on September 26, 2008.

The response included arguments, a Declaration in Support of Registration signed by Attorney Stein on

September 26,2008, and an Exhibit A--Description ofPrysmian Cables & Systems. On October 23,

2008, the PTO approved the mark for publication (apparently finding an absence of any likelihood of

confusion). For reasons not reflected in the record, however, the PTO very shortly thereafter withdrew its

allowance. In the Final Offce Action dated November 19,2008, the Trademark Examining Attorney

considered the applicant's arguments, but entered a final refusal to register the mark.

Following a change in the attorney of record, the undersigned attorney (Kevin Casey) received

the benefit of the Trademark Examining Attorney's time for a telephone conference on February 3,2009.

The Trademark Examining Attorney highlighted as important the portion of the Final Office Action that

attached and referred to printouts from the USPTO X-Search database showing third-part registrations of
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marks used in connection with both batteries and electrical cables. The Trademark Examining Attorney

also provided assistance and suggestions, very much appreciated, toward (a) amendment of 
the

identification of goods, and (b) evidence supporting the absence of any likelihood of confusion.

The applicant's first Request for Reconsideration After Final Action, fied on February 25,2009,

amended the identification of the goods and included evidentiary Exhibits A-G as discussed with the

Trademark Examining Attorney. The amended identification of goods, with amendments highlighted,

was "Electrochemical cells and batteries excluding electrical cables; batteries for use in storage of

electrical energy produced from renewable sources, namely, wind, wave, solar or geothermal energies and

backup power for wind turbines."

The attorney of record followed-up the applicant's first Request for Reconsideration After Final

Action with another telephone call to the Trademark Examining Attorney. Upon being advised that the

arguments, amendments, and evidence were stil insuffcient to convince the PTO to allow the

application, the attorney of record and the Trademark Examining Attorney discussed further actions that

might overcome the continued refusal to allow. Again the Trademark Examining Attorney provided a

helpful suggestion: an amendment to the identification of goods to specify the applicant's channels of

trade.

In response to the Trademark Examining Attorney's suggestion, the applicant filed a second

Request for Reconsideration After Final Action on March 23,2009. That Request amended the

identification of goods to read: "Electrochemical cells and batteries, excluding electrical cables, for use in

storage of electrical energy produced from renewable sources, namely, wind, wave, solar or geothermal

energies and backup power for wind turbines, sold to manufacturers and distributors of equipment that

produces energy from renewable sources and to consumers of such equipment." The last phrase was

added to limit the identification of goods to the applicant's channels of 
trade. This amended identification

of goods constitutes the current identification of goods on appeaL.
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On March 24, 2009, the PTO again approved the mark for publication (apparently finding an

absence of any likelihood of confusion). For reasons not reflected in the record, however, the PTO again

very shortly thereafter withdrew its allowance.

The Trademark Examining Attorney mailed his Request for Reconsideration Denied on April 23,

2009. In the Request for Reconsideration Denied, the Trademark Examining Attorney accepted the

applicant's amendment to the identification of goods. The Trademark Examining Attorney provided two

bases, however, explaining why he was not persuaded by the applicant's arguments. First, the channels of

trade were discounted because "those would be the expected channels of trade of the goods that are set

forth." Second, the Trademark Examining Attorney attached and referred to additional printouts from the

USPTO X-Search database showing third-part registrations of marks used in connection with both

batteries and electrical cables, three in connection with solar applications. These actions left a single

issue for resolution. The applicant fied its Notice of Appeal from the final refusal on May 15, 2009.

The single issue that forms the subject of this appeal is the Trademark Examining Attorney's final

decision to maintain and continue his refusal to register the subject mark under Trademark Act Section

2(d), 15 U.S.C. § 1052(d). The Trademark Examining Attorney asserts that the applicant's mark,

"ECOSAFE," when used in connection with the identified goods, is likely to be confused with the cited

mark "ECOSAFE" for "electrical cables," reflected in Prysmian's U.S. Registration No. 2,744,511. As

set forth in the following sections ofthis Appeal Brief, the applicant believes the Trademark Examining

Attorney's decision to be in error and asks that this Board reverse his refusal and pass the applicant's

mark to publication.

III. Argument

The applicant respectfully submits that there is no likelihood of confusion between its mark used

with electrochemical cells and batteries excluding electrical cables and the cited mark used with electrical

cables. The U.S. Court of Appeals for the Federal Circuit, which hears appeals from the PTO in
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trademark application cases pursuant to 15 U .sC. § 1071,1 considers the following factors pertinent to

likelihood of confusion:

1. Similarity or dissimilarity of marks in their entirety (appearance, sound,

commercial impression);
2. Similarity or dissimilarity of goods or services;

3. Similarity or dissimilarity of trade channels;
4. Conditions of sale (impulse v. planned), i.e., sophistication of purchasers;

5. Fame of prior mark (sales, advertising, length of use);
6. Number of similar marks in use on similar goods or services;
7. Nature and extent of actual confusion;

8. Length of time and conditions of concurrent use without evidence of
actual confusion;

9. Variety of goods or services on which mark is or is not used;

10. Market interface between applicant and owner of prior mark;

11. Extent of applicant's right to exclude others from use of mark;

12. Extent of potential confusion; and
13. Any other established fact probative of the effect of use.

G.H Mumm & Cie v. Desnoes & Geddes, Ltd, 16 USPQ2d 1635, 1637-38 (Fed. Cir. 1990), attibuting

the factors to E.I DuPont De Nemours & Co., 177 USPQ 563, 567 (CCPA 1973)). The Federal Circuit

has stated that the decisionmaker "must" consider all of the thirteen factors made of record, Nina Ricci

S.A.R.L v. ET.F. Enters. Inc., 12 USPQ2d 1901, 1903 (Fed. Cir. 1989), and that no one factor is

dispositive. Therefore, although the applicant concedes the similarity of the marks, the remaining factors

demonstrate the absence of any likelihood of confusion among purchasers as to the source of the parties'

respective goods.

The Trademark Examining Attorney found a likelihood of confusion because of the similarities

between the marks and the goods of the parties. The Trademark Examining Attorney also considered, but

found unpersuasive, the applicant's critical evidence regarding disparate trade channels and sophisticated

purchasers. Finally, the Trademark Examining Attorney cited and relied too heavily upon third-part

registrations of marks used in connection with both batteries and electrical cables as evidence that buyers

The Federal Circuit holds that likelihood of confusion is an issue of law which it reviews de novo on
appeaL. In re Bed & Brealiast Registry, 229 USPQ 818, 819 (Fed. Cir. 1986) (TTAB decision on
likely confusion reversed as a legal issue subject to independent appellate review without deference).
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wil mistakenly assume that there is a relation or affiiation between the applicant's and the registrant's

goods. The Trademark Examining Attorney did not consider any other DuPont factors.

The Trademark Examining Attorney's final decision to maintain and continue the refusal to

register the subject mark under Section 2( d) should be reversed for the following reasons. The applicant

submits that the Trademark Examining Attorney failed to assess properly the differences in goods, the

differences in channels of trade, and the sophistication of the relevant purchasers. The Trademark

Examining Attorney also overlooked entirely the number of similar marks in use on similar goods, and

accorded too much weight to the similarity between the marks.

Likelihood of confusion is synonymous with "probable" confusion. It is not sufficient if

confusion is merely "possible." American Steel Foundries v. Robertson, 269 U.S. 372, 382 (1926)

(holding the PTO's "refusal to allow the registration was erroneous"). It is well settled, too, that the PTO

bears the burden of demonstrating the likelihood of a mark to cause confusion. See, e.g., In re Mavety

Media Group Ltd., 31 USPQ2d 1923, 1925 (Fed. Cir. 1994) ("The PTO has the burden of 
proving that a

trademark falls within a prohibition of § 1052."). This burden arises because Section 2(d) of 
the

Trademark Act states no trademark by which the goods of the applicant may be distinguished from the

goods of others shall be refused registration on the Principal Register on account of its nature unless it

consists of a mark that is likely to cause confusion. In re Standard Elektik Lorenz Aktiengesellschaft,

152 USPQ 563, 566 (CCPA 1967).

As noted above, at two separate points the PTO approved the applicant's mark for publication

(apparently finding an absence of any likelihood of confusion). The refusal to register the applicant's

mark on the grounds of likely confusion was apparently overcome twice, in the mind of at least one PTO

representative, by the applicant's initial response dated September 26,2008 (even before several

narrowing amendments were later made to the identification of the goods) and by the applicant's Request

for Reconsideration After Final Action dated March 23,2009. Such disagreement or change-of-mind

renders illogical the conclusion that the Final Offce Action and the Request for Reconsideration Denied
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have met the PTO's burden to prove likely (i.e., probable) rather than merely possible confusion. The

disagreement or change-of-mind in the PTO at the very least raises significant doubts under Section 2( d)

about the likelihood of the applicant's mark to cause confusion.

The Federal Circuit addressed a case with strikingly similar factors in Electronic Design & Sales,

Inc. v. Electronic Data Sys. Corp., 21 USPQ2d 1388 (Fed. Cir. 1992). The court reversed the TTAB's

finding of likelihood of confusion between Electronic Data's mark EDS for "computer programming

services including the design, implementation, and management of electronic data processing programs

and telecommunications services" sold to customers in the medical field and the applicant's mark E.D.S.

for power supplies or battery chargers often incorporated into medical instruments and devices. Some of

the same factors that the court found persuasive in Electronic Design also militate against a finding of

likelihood of confusion in this application.

A. Similarities in Marks

Certainly, the similarity between the applicant's mark and the registrant's mark is a factor which

cannot be ignored. It should not be given overriding weight, however, as the Trademark Examining

Attorney appears to have done. Rather, the marks' similarity must be considered along with the other

relevant DuPont factors. See, e.g., Electronic Design, 21 USPQ2d at 1392 n.2 ("The near identity of 
the

marks (EDS versus E.D.S.) here is apparent and is not seriously disputed. But it too was given excessive

weight by the Board in light of the sophistication of purchasers here."); Pep Boys--Manny, Moe & Jack v.

Edwin F. Guth Co., 94 USPQ 158 (CCPA 1952) (no likelihood of confusion between the mark CADET

for storage batteries and the identical mark CADET for lighting fixtures). This point is especially true

given both the weakness of the registrant's mark and the context of the applicant's use of the mark.

"Eco" is a combining form representing "ecology" in the formation of compounds such as

"ecosystem," "ecotype," and "ecosafe." Literally, therefore, the term "ecosafe" suggests a product that is

safe for the ecology (i.e., the environment). In other words, the term "ecosafe" is a general term implying
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that the product has some kind of environmental benefit. See the sample definitions of the term attached

as Exhibit A.

Many entities use the term "ecosafe" in connection with their products. An Internet search

directed to the phrase "ecosafe products" yielded 91,900 results. Printouts ofthe search itself and of

several of the results, which provide evidence of prevalent third-part use of the term "ecosafe," are

provided in Exhibit B. See also the evidence of third-part registrations and uses of the term "ecosafe" in

Section III.E below.

The meaning or connotation delivered by the mark is that the goods sold under the mark are safe

for the environment and enhance world-wide safety. The TT AB and the courts have recognized that

common designations are weak and entitled to a narrower scope of protection than an entirely arbitrary or

coined word. See, e.g., In re Box Solutions Corp., 79 USPQ2d 1953 (TTAB 2006); In re Central Soya

Co., Inc., 220 USPQ 914 (TTAB 1984). Thus, Prysmian's registered mark is relatively weak and entitled

only to a narrow scope of protection.

The commercial impression made by the applicant's mark is evident from the context provided by

two of the applicant's related marks, both long-used in connection with the applicant's batteries. The

applicant has registered the mark "POWERSAFE and Design," Registration No. 3,435,702, based upon

use of its mark since 2000. The applicant has also fied an application to register the mark

"DATA SAFE," based upon use of its mark since 1998. Both of the applicant's marks incorporate the

same suffix "safe" as the subject mark with a common prefix ("power" and "data," respectively).

Consumers have come to associate with the applicant marks highlighting the applicant's "safe" batteries,

through the applicant's use of the general designation "_Safe." See Exhibit C.

B. Differences in Goods

As amended, the applicant's identification of goods expressly excludes the registrant's goods.

The applicant respectfully submits that, especially in the context of the parties' respective goods, this fact

is most important to the likelihood of confusion analysis. The applicant's electrochemical cells and
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batteries and the registrant's electrical cables are not related goods, as they might be if 
both were

accessories to some other product (e.g., an electronic device such as a mobile telephone, personal

computer, computer game, CD player, and the like). Rather, the applicant's market is industrial

electrochemical cells and batteries and the registrant's (entirely separate) market is industrial electrical

cables.

The attached printout from the web site (ww.mouser.com) of Mouser Electronics, one of the

applicant's distributors, states: "EnerSys is a global leader in stored energy solutions for industrial

applications. EnerSys has an extensive line of motive power, reserve power, and specialty batteries." See

Exhibit D; see also the printout from the web site ww.energy-daily.com attached as Exhibit E. In

contrast, on its web site, ww.prysmian.com. the registrant (Prysmian) explains that it "is a leading

developer, designer, manufacturer, supplier and installer of a broad array of cables for applications in the

energy and telecommunications industries" (emphasis added). See Exhibit F. Specifically, the registrant

sells industrial, high-technology, electrical cables for energy and telecommunications.

The definition of "electrical cable" is: "A cable that provides an electrical connection for

telephone or television or power stations." See Exhibit G. This definition is consistent with the

registrant's (Prysmian' s) use of its mark, and helps to distinguish the "electrical" cables sold by Prysmian

from "battery" cables that might be used in connection with the applicant's goods.

The applicant's mark is used with electrochemical cells and batteries which are entirely unrelated

to the electrical cables with which the cited mark is used. The goods are specifically different and

noncompetitive. The only relation between the goods is that both types of goods are broadly classified

within the category of "electrical components" in International Class 9. Of course, the classification of

goods has no bearing on the question of likelihood of confusion. Rather, it is the manner in which the

applicant and registrant have identified their goods that is controlling. Jean Patou Inc. v. Theon Inc., 29

USPQ2d 1771, 1774 (Fed. Cir. 1993); National Football League v. Jasper Allance Corp., 16 USPQ2d

1212, 1216 n.5 (TTAB 1990); T.M.E.P. § 1207.01(d)(v).
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Both the Federal Circuit and the TTAB have rejected the view that a relationship exists between

goods simply because each falls within the same general field. See, e.g., Clayton Mark & Co. v.

Westinghouse Electric Corp., 148 USPQ 672 (CCPA 1966) (no likelihood of confusion arises between

MARK for electrical conduit and MARK 75 for industrial circuit breakers); Fossil Inc. v. Fossil Group,

49 USPQ2d 1451 (TT AB 1998) (no likelihood of confusion raised between FOSSIL for watches and

THE FOSSIL GROUP for clocks); Information Resources v. X*Press Info. Servs., 6 USPQ2d 1034

(TTAB 1988) (X*PRESS for a news service transmitted through cable television to a personal computer

not likely to cause confusion with EXPRESS for information analysis computer programs); In re

Quadram Corp., 228 USPQ 863 (TT AB 1985) (Board found no confusion between F ASER for softare

for energy conservation and MICROFAZER for hardware buffers).

In Electronic Design, the TT AB made the same mistake evident in the Trademark Examining

Attorney's analysis of the subject application. Recognizing a similarly tenuous relationship between

goods and services (both were in the broad category of the medical field), the TT AB nevertheless

concluded that the applicant's "goods are suffciently related (to opposer's services). . . so that confusion

is likely." 21 USPQ2d at 1390. The Federal Circuit unequivocally corrected the Board: "The Board's

conclusion . . . incorporated doubtful fact findings concerning the relatedness of the goods and services

and, in any event, is incorrect as a matter oflaw." Id.

The Federal Circuit cited with approval Astra Pharmaceutical Prods., Inc. v. Beckman

Instruments, Inc., 220 USPQ 786 (lst Cir. 1983):

In Astra, the parties marketed and sold goods marked with the name "ASTRA" to
the same purchasing institutions--Iarge hospitals. 220 USPQ at 790. Although both
parties manufactured goods "in the same broad health care field," id. at 793, Astra sold
pharmaceutical products to hospital pharmacies and Beckman sold laboratory
instrumentation to hospita11aboratories. Id. at 790. In affirming a grant of summary
judgment of no infringement, the court held that use in the same broad field "is not
suffcient to demonstrate that a genuine issue exists concerning likelihood of confusion."
Id. at 790.
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Electronic Design, 21 USPQ2d at 1390-91. Thus, in both Electronic Design and Astra, the appellate

court found goods like those at issue in this application insufficiently related to support a determination

that confusion was likely.

In Pep Boys--Manny, Moe & Jack, 94 USPQ 158, the u.s. Court of Customs and Patent Appeals

(a predecessor to the Federal Circuit) addressed yet another case with strikingly similar factors. The court

affrmed the PTO decision to dismiss an opposition, finding no likelihood of confusion between the mark

CADET for storage batteries and the identical mark CADET for lighting fixtures. The court's analysis is

equally applicable to the facts of the present case:

It wil be noted that both parties make use of the identical trade mark. . . .
(TJhe only question here presented is whether the respective goods of 

the parties on
which the marks are used are such as to be likely to cause confusion in the minds of
purchasers as to the source of origin.

It appears to us that electric lighting fixtures and storage batteries are not
associated in use, and from the stipulation of facts it appears that they are not handled by
the same type of dealers or sold in the same manner. We believe that those who purchase
electric lighting fixtures should properly be classified as discriminating purchasers. . . .

It is our opinion that appellant's storage batteries differ so widely in use
and characteristics which govern choice by a purchaser, and in all other respects, from the
electric lighting fixtures of appellee that the use of identical marks on these respective
products would not be likely to cause confusion, or mistake, or to deceive purchasers as
to the source thereof.

94 USPQ at 159-60.

Also pertinent is the Board's own decision in Electronic Data Sys. Corp. v. EDSA Micro Corp.,

23 USPQ2d 1461 (TTAB 1992). Electronic Data opposed the application of ED SA Micro Corp. to

register the mark EDSA for computer programs for electrical distribution analysis and design. As

grounds for opposition, Electronic Data asserted likelihood of confusion with its EDS mark for computer

programs for performing systems and design. The Board found no likelihood of confusion and dismissed

the opposition. Despite the similarity of the parties' marks and the conceded fame of the opposer's mark,

the Board found the opposer's computer data processing programming services insufficiently related to

the applicant's computer programs that consumers would be likely to associate them with a single source.
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Id at 1463 ("We decline to interpret the concept of related goods so broadly."). That same factor -- a

clear difference in goods -- is of paramount importance in the present application.

Moreover, the PTO bears the burden to provide evidence showing that the goods are more

particularly related than falling under the same broad category of goods to support a conclusion of

likelihood of confusion. T.M.E.P. § 1207.01(a)(vi). An overlap must exist among individual purchasers

of the respective goods. This requirement has not been met.

The issue is not whether the actual goods are likely to be confused but, rather, whether there is a

likelihood of confusion as to the source of the goods. See, e.g., In re Shell Oil Co., 26 USPQ2d 1687,

1690 (Fed. Cir. 1993) (and cases cited therein). Ifthe goods in question are not related or marketed in

such a way that they would be encountered by the same persons in situations that would create the

incorrect assumption that they originate from the same source, then, even if the marks are identical,

confusion is not likely. See, e.g., Quartz Radiation Corp. v. Comm/Scope Co., 1 USPQ2d 1668 (TTAB

1986) (QR for coaxial cable held not confusingly similar to QR for various products (e.g., lamps, tubes)

related to the photocopying field).

The Trademark Examining Attorney attached to his Final Office Action and referred to printouts

from the USPTO X-Search database that show third-part registrations of 
marks used in connection with

both batteries and electrical cables. The registrations are summarized in the table below.

attached and referred to additional printouts from the USPTO X-Search database showing third-part

registrations of marks used in connection with both batteries and electrical cables, three in connection

with solar applications.

The registrations ostensibly show, per the Trademark Examining Attorney, that buyers wil

mistakenly assume that there is a relation or affliation between the applicant's ECOSAFE

electrochemical cells and batteries and the registrant's ECOSAFE electrical cables. There are three main

problems with this syllogism. First, the Federal Circuit and the Board itself 
have often criticized the

evidentiary weight of registrations as evidence of buyer perceptions, even in the very cases cited by the

Trademark Examining Attorney in support of his position: In re Infinity Broad Corp., 60 USPQ2d 1214,

1217-18 (TTAB 2001); In re Albert Trostel & Sons Co., 29 USPQ2d 1783, 1785-86 (TTAB 1993); and In
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re Mucky Duck Mustard Co., 6 USPQ2d 1467, 1470 n.6 (TTAB 1988); see T.M.E.P. §1207.01(d)(iii).

These three cases completely fail to support the stated position.

The facts of In re Infinity Broad Corp. undermine the applicability of that case. The applicant

sought to register "KYNG" for "radio broadcasting services." The Trademark Examining Attorney

refused registration under Section 2(d) based on the previously registered marks "KING-TV" for

"television broadcasting services" and "KIG FM" for "radio broadcasting services." The Board noted:

"As is obvious, registrant itself renders both types of services under virtually identical marks (differing

only in the descriptive and/or generic designations 'TV' and 'FM')." Id. at 1217. Evidence of third-part

registrations was at best redundant and, at worst unnecessary, given that critical fact. In contrast,

Prysmian's registration is for electrical cables only; there is no indication that the registrant itself sells

both batteries like the applicant (or battery cables) and electrical cables.

The Board actually reversed the refusal of the Trademark Examining Attorney to register the

applicant's mark under Section 2(d) in the second case, In re Albert Trostel & Sons Co. The applicant

sought to register "PHOENIX" for leather sold in bulk. The refusal was based on likelihood of confusion

with a prior registration for the identical mark used on all-purpose sports bags, luggage, attaché cases,

portfolio briefcases, and handbags. The Board considered evidence of third part registrations and,

obviously (in view of the decision), found such evidence unpersuasive. In fact, the Board found the

evidence of "very limited" probative value. 29 USPQ2d at 1786. Similarly, in the third case cited by the

Office Action, In re Mucky Duck Mustard Co., the Board gave evidence of 
third part registrations "little

weight." 6 USPQ2d at 1470 n.6.

The second problem with the syllogism stated by the Trademark Examining Attorney is that a

careful review of each of the seventeen registrations listed above yields the conclusion that, generally,

when batteries and electrical cables are sold by a single source, they are sold as common accessories for

electronic devices such as mobile telephones, personal computers, computer games, CD players, and the

like. (Note, too, that the registration for the mark OTE encompasses batteries chargers and not batteries.)
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Neither the applicant nor the registrant is sellng accessories; rather, as noted above, they are in the

entirely separate industrial battery and electrical cable industries, respectively.

The last of the seventeen registrations listed above, Registration No.3, 153,783, is for the mark

MILITARY POWER and identifies the registrant as the source for three distinct and separate goods:

batteries, battery cables, and electrical cables. This registration highlights the difference between "battery

cables," which purchasers might expect to emanate from the same source as the "batteries" to which such

cables connect, and "electrical cables," which purchasers would not necessarily expect to emanate from

the same source (unless accessories unlike the goods of the applicant or Prysmian). As support for this

point, attached are five example registrations which include "battery cables" and "batteries" as listed

goods--but do not include "electrical cables." See Exhibit H. The cited registration of Prysmian recites

"electrical cables," not "battery cables."

The third problem with the syllogism stated by the Trademark Examining Attorney is that it is

ilogicaL. Using only the registrations cited in the Final Office Action as a sample universe, the fallacy of

the position is ilustrated. Most of the cited registrations recite completely unrelated goods in the same

registration.

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If Part A were to have registered a mark for Goods A and Part B sought to register the same

mark in connection with completely unrelated Goods B and Part C happened to have registered another

mark (distinguishable from the mark of Parties A and B) for Goods A and B, then, according to the PTO's

logic, Part B's application should be rejected--despite the fact that Goods A and B are clearly unrelated.

Using the last cited registration listed above as a concrete example, if Part A had registered the

hypothetical mark "SAFE" on baby monitors, then Par B could not register the same mark "SAFE" on

horror fims because the unrelated mark "PARKER" of Part C was registered in connection with both

baby monitors and horror films. Such a result is clearly wrong (depending, of course, on how other

DuPont factors might affect the likelihood of confusion analysis).

C. Different Channels of Trade

On its web site, ww.prysmian.com. Prysmian explains that it is "one ofthe world's leaders in

the energy and telecommunications cables industry" (emphasis added). Specifically, Prysmian sells

industrial, high-technology, electrical cables for energy and telecommunications:

Prysmian Cables and Systems engages in the design, development, manufacture, supply,
and installation of cables for applications in the energy and telecommunication industries
in Europe, the United States, and South America. Its Energy Cables & Systems division
manufactures and installs products and related accessories for the underground and
submarine transmission and distribution of energy in the form of electricity. This
division offers submarine power systems, power transmission systems, power distribution
cables, and network components for utilties; residential and commercial building
electricity distribution cables to contractors and distributors in the trade and installers
market; and customized products used for various specialty applications by customers in
the appliance, automotive, chemical, electrical equipment, infrastructure, mining, oil and
gas, and shipbuilding industries. The company's Telecom Cables & Systems division
installs fiber-optic cables for voice, data, video, and control applications, as well as
broadband connectivity components and accessories. This division manufactures optical
fiber used in the production of fiber-optic cables, as well as manufactures, distributes, and
installs copper telecom cables. Prysmian also produces and supplies related components
and accessories for cable systems, as well as provides product and system design,
coordination and project management, project realization, and installation and post-
installation maintenance services. The company was founded in 1879 and is based in
Moscow, Russian Federation. Prysmian Cables and Systems is a subsidiary ofPrysmian
(LUX) II S.a.r.l.

See ww.1inkedin.com/companies/prysmian. attached as Exhibit i. Thus, Prysmian's goods are

purchased by entities such as contractors and distributors in the building trade and installers market. See
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also Declaration in Support of Registration of Elliott J. Stein at ~ 7 attached as Exhibit J (the registrant's

goods are apparently "purchased by architects, building and civil engineers and contractors").

In contrast, the applicant's goods are purchased by manufacturers and distributors of equipment

that produces energy from renewable sources, namely wind, wave, solar or geothermal energies and

backup power for wind turbines, and by the consumers who use such equipment. Stein Declaration at ~~

3, 7. The applicant's identification of goods is limited to these particular channels of trade. The

purchasers of goods bearing the applicant's mark have no need for the electrical cables bearing the

registrant's mark and vice versa.

The applicant respectfully submits that there is no likelihood of confusion between its ECOSAFE

mark for electrochemical cells and batteries used by manufacturers, distributors, and customers of energy-

production equipment to store electrical energy and the registrant's mark ECOSAFE for electrical cables

used by architects, engineers, and contractors to transmit energy or signals. The applicant's mark is used

with goods (1) which are used in a field of electrical devices, which is different from the field where the

goods of the cited mark are used, (2) which are used by personnel different from the personnel who use

the goods of the cited mark, (3) which have a purpose different from and unrelated to the functions

performed by the goods of the cited mark, and (4) which are specified for purchase by personnel different

from the personnel who specify the goods ofthe cited mark. Moreover, there is a significant difference in

the cost of the goods. The cost of the registrant's electrical cables, generally, is many times more than the

cost of the applicant's electrochemical cells and batteries (see below).

The Trademark Examining Attorney discounted the important distinction between the parties'

channels of trade based upon expectations and presumptions. Both the expectations and the presumptions

are without evidentiary foundation. The Request for Reconsideration Denied discounted the trade

channels limitation in the applicant's identification of goods because it recited "the expected channels of

trade of the goods that are set forth" (emphasis added). The Request for Reconsideration Denied offered

no evidence supporting the presumption that the recited trade channels should be "expected" for the
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applicant's goods. Moreover, even if such trade channels would be expected, that point does not diminish

the important fact that those trade channels differ significantly from the trade channels through which

Prysmian sells its goods.

The Final Offce Action dismissed the applicant's argument, directed to disparate trade channels,

based only on the "presumption" that "the goods are likely to travel in the same channels of trade." This

presumption errs in that it considers customers for electrical components as a whole, rather than

determining the relevant persons who purchase such devices, in defining the channels of trade. The

Federal Circuit deemed such a cursory analysis "legally deficient" in Electronic Design, 21 USPQ2d at

1392. Even ifthe purchase of the goods of both parties were by the same institution, which is not the case

for the disparate goods of the applicant and the registrant, such evidence does not, by itself, establish

similarity of trade channels. Id. at 1391 (citing Astra, 220 USPQ at 790).

The applicant's goods are sold to the manufacturers, distributors, and customers of energy-

production equipment in connection with energy storage. The registrant's electrical cables are sold to

architects, engineers, and building contractors and distributors in connection with energy or signal

transmission. Thus, the applicant's goods are purchased by people in a field of electrical devices which is

different from the field which includes purchasers of the goods with which the cited mark is used.

Considering purchasers from the very same institutional customers (hospitals), the Federal Circuit

again adopted, in Electronic Design, the reasoning of the U.S. Court of Appeals for the First Circuit:

The First Circuit's holding (in Astra) recognized that "(t)he 'hospital community' is not a
homogeneous whole, but is composed of separate departments with diverse purchasing
requirements, which, in effect, constitute different markets for the parties' respective
products." 220 USPQ at 791.

Electronic Design, 21 USPQ2d at 1391. Thus, both appellate courts found the individual departments in

hospitals to be separate and independent purchasers establishing disparate trade channels. The applicant's

and registrant's respective fields are even more disparate in that they encompass separate and independent

purchasers establishing disparate trade channels. See, e.g., Pep Boys--Manny, Moe & Jack, 94 USPQ at
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159 (lighting fixtures and storage batteries sold in different channels of trade); Clayton Mark & Co., 148

USPQ at 672 (no confusion likely between similar marks used on electrical conduit and industrial circuit

breakers sold in different channels of trade for different uses).

It cannot be presumed, as the PTO did here, that electrochemical cells and batteries used by

manufacturers, distributors, and customers of energy-production equipment are selected by the same

individuals who select the electrical cables needed by architects, building and civil engineers, and

building contractors and distributors. In fact, the opposite conclusion is warranted and the tenuous

connection between the applicant's and the registrant's trade channels is clear. See Electronic Design, 21

USPQ2d at 1391; Astra, 220 USPQ at 790.

D. Sophistication of Purchasers 

The Trademark Examining Attorney discounted the sophistication of the purchasers who buy the

applicant's and registrants' respective goods on the ground that "the relevant consumer includes both

professionals and the general public." See Final Offce Action. This ground errs because neither part's

goods are sold to the general public and, even if they were, the technical specificity of the parties'

respective goods targets only sophisticated purchasers. This error is especially harful because the

"sophistication of purchasers" DuPont factor "is important and often dispositive," Electronic Design, 21

USPQ2d at 1392, as the applicant contends it is in this case. Sophisticated purchasers may be expected to

exercise greater care and, because they are discriminating, sophisticated purchasers are unlikely to be

confused by similar marks. Id; see also T.M.E.P. § 1207.0 1 (d) (vii) ("circumstances suggesting care in

purchasing may tend to minimize likelihood of confusion").

"Just from the record description of goods. . . here one would expect that nearly all of (the)

purchasers would be highly sophisticated." Electronic Design, 21 USPQ2d at 1392. Both the applicant's

and the registrant's goods are sold to professional buyers who are highly trained and experienced in

evaluating the reliability and dependability of manufacturers and sellers of various electrical components.

Such buyers make purchases only after careful consideration. See, e.g., Republic Steel Corp. v. MPH
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Mfg. Corp., 136 USPQ 447, 449 (CCPA 1963) (holding a higher degree of care was exercised by

professional architect buyers purchasing building supplies--akin to the registrant's electrical cables); GB

Elec. v. Thomas & Betts Corp., 37 USPQ2d 1177, 1181 (E.D. Wis. 1995) ("Not only are contractors

sophisticated about electrical products, they must keep close tabs on their supplies.").

Such care is assured by the relative expense of the respective goods. The applicant's

electrochemical cells and batteries cost tens to hundreds of dollars. The registrant's industrial, high-

technology, electrical cables for the energy and telecommunications industries cost many times more than

that amount. Among items classified as "expensive goods," for which a greater degree of purchasing care

is exercised, are electronic devices. See, e.g., Pep Boys--Manny, Moe & Jack, 94 USPQ at 159 ("We

believe that those who purchase electric lighting fixtures should properly be classed as discriminating

buyers."); Magnaflux Corp. v. Sonoflux Corp., 109 USPQ 313, 315 (CCPA 1956) (electronic testing

apparatus "are expensive and are purchased after careful consideration"). Therefore, both the applicant's

and the registrants' goods are relatively expensive. "(T)here is always less likelihood of confusion where

goods are expensive and purchased after careful consideration." Electronic Design, 21 USPQ2d at 1392

(citing Astra, 220 USPQ at 790).

The First Circuit's comment, upon considering similarly sophisticated purchasers, applies to this

application: "it is simply inconceivable that purchasers ofthe parties' respective goods could be confused

as to the source of those goods, or even about the relationship beteen (the) companies." Astra, 220

USPQ at 791. Even assuming that the Trademark Examining Attorney were correct in finding sufficient

relatedness between the marks and goods, therefore, the relevant purchasers are sophisticated enough that

the likelihood of confusion is remote.

E. Many Similar Marks

Evidence of third-part use falls under the sixth DuPont factor: the number and nature of similar

marks in use on similar goods. If the evidence establishes that the consuming public is exposed to third-

part use of similar marks on similar goods, this evidence "is relevant to show that a mark is relatively
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weak and entitled to only a narrow scope of protection." Palm Bay Imports, Inc. v. Veuve Clicquot

Ponsardin Maison Fondee en 1772, 73 USPQ2d 1689, 1693 (Fed. Cir. 2005). See also T.M.E.P. §

1207.01(d)(iii) (third-part registrations are relevant to show that the mark is "so commonly used that the

public wil look to other elements to distinguish the source of the goods or services," citing AMF Inc. v.

American Leisure Prods., Inc., 177 USPQ 268, 269-70 (C.C.P.A. 1973), and Plus Prods. v. Star-Kist

Foods, Inc., 220 USPQ 541,544 (TTAB 1983)). Thus, the evidence provided in Exhibits K, L, and M

(discussed more fully below) is probative of the applicant's contention that the cited registered mark is

"weak" and entitled to only a narrow range of protection. Lloyd's Food Prods., Inc. v. Eli's, Inc., 25

USPQ2d 2027, 2029 (Fed. Cir. 1993).

Printouts of the PTO records supporting these third-part registrations are collected in Exhibit K. Use of

the registered marks above is confirmed by the attached Internet printouts collected in Exhibit L. Among

the goods, with which the mark ECOSAFE (alone and not in combination with other terms) is used, are

tires, paints for vehicles, and hydraulic fluids for mobile equipment and industrial applications. Large

automobile manufacturers such as General Motors Corporation trade in all three of these types of goods--
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as well as vehicle batteries and vehicle electrical cables. Thus, no one (including the cited registrant,

Prysmian) using the mark ECOSAFE can be afforded a wide scope of protection and there is room for the

applicant's use and registration without any likelihood of confusion.

An Internet search also uncovered a number of users of the mark ECOSAFE who have not filed

federal registration applications but may have common law trademark rights. Printouts showing these

third-part uses are collected in Exhibit M (see also Exhibit B). Among these users are: (1) EcoSafe

Natural Products Inc. for chemical formulations; (2) Morton International, Inc. for ice melt; (3) Ecosafe

Inc. for carpet cleaning; (4) Cambro Manufacturing Company for manufacturing processes; (5) Bosch

Rexroth for structural framing components; (6) Wataire Ecosafe Technologies Inc. for turbine-based

water treatment systems; and (7) Eco-Safe Systems USA, Inc. for food disinfection and water

reclamation. The fact that the users listed above are able to coexist using the identical mark without

causing consumer confusion indicates that consumers do not necessarily assume a relationship between

different marks based on the presence of the term "Ecosafe."

In Lloyd's Food, the TTAB cancelled Lloyd's Food's registration based upon a likelihood of

confusion between Lloyd's Food's registered trademark and the registration of a mark owned by Eli's,

Inc. Lloyd's Food offered evidence of third-part use of the mark. The Federal Circuit found that "for all

intents and purposes the board ignored this evidence. It thus rejected Lloyd's Food's contention that the

mark was 'weak' and entitled to a narow range of protection." Lloyd's Food, 25 USPQ2d at 2029.

Finding that "the board erred in its treatment of the evidence in the record," id., the court vacated the

TT AB' s decision.

The TTAB and Federal Circuit have often based a legal conclusion of no likelihood of confusion

on evidence of third-part use ofa designation. See, e.g., In re Broadway Chicken Inc., 38 USPQ2d 1559

(TTAB 1996) (wide-spread third par use of "Broadway" warrants finding that confusion is not likely

between contemporaneous use of "Broadway Chicken" and "Broadway Pizza" marks); AI-Site Corp. v.

VSI Intl, Inc., 50 USPQ2d 1161, 1176 (Fed. Cir. 1999) (no reasonable juror could have found likely
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confusion between MAGNIVISION and MAGNA-DOT) (quoting case finding "the extensive third-part

use of the word 'Sun' impressive evidence that there would be no likelihood of confusion between Sun

Banks and Sun Federal") (emphasis in original). The applicant respectfully submits that the evidence of

third-part use should carry similar weight in this case.

F. Other Factors

None of the remaining DuPont factors appears relevant at this time to consideration of the

pending application. Prysmian claims a first use date of June 2002 for the cited mark. It is highly

unlikely that Prysmian's mark has become famous after so short a period of use. The applicant has filed

an intent-to-use application. Accordingly, such factors as actual confusion and concurrent use do not play

a role in determining likelihood of confusion in this case.

IV. Conclusion

"In every case turning on likelihood of confusion, it is the duty of the examiner. . . to find, upon

consideration of all the evidence, whether or not confusion appears likely." In re E.I DuPont, 177 USPQ

at 568 (emphasis in original). Although the Trademark Examining Attorney made specific factual

findings on several of the thirteen factors set forth in DuPont, the Trademark Examining Attorney failed

to assess properly the differences in goods, the differences in channels of trade, and the sophistication of

the relevant purchasers. Moreover, the Trademark Examining Attorney overlooked entirely the number

of similar marks in use on similar goods, and accorded too much weight to the similarity between the

marks. For all the reasons provided above, the applicant submits that the Trademark Examining

Attorney's refusal should be reversed and the application to register the mark should be passed to

publication.

A product named Ecosafe(R) by its inventor, Fernando de Torres of Global Petroleum
Environmental Technologies, LLC, could eventually be produced in Casper, WY. The plant-
based compound has the consistency of liquid laundry detergent and is orange, relatively
odorless, and non-toxic. Ecosafe(R) is designed to quickly break down hydrocarbons,
polychlorinated biphenyls (PCBs), and some solvents into innocuous compounds in soils or
ground water. Clarke Turner, the director of the Rocky Mountain Oilfield Testing Center

(RMOTC), held a press conference jointly with de Torres to announce that Ecosafe's
effectiveness in breaking down PCBs wil be tested over a period of weeks by RMOTC
personnel and researchers from Clemson University. If Clemson's PCB tests yield positive
results, U.S. EPA is expected to grant de Torres a permit to use his product on PCB cleanups in
the United States. The tests results should be known by September. The Wyoming Oil and Gas
Conservation Commission has placed Global Petroleum Environmental Technologies on its list
of approved sludge pit treatment companies. The PCB-cleansing aspects of the product have
been previously demonstrated in tests in Columbia and Venezuela, according to de Torres. In
addition to production of the Ecosafe(R) product, Global Petroleum Environmental Technologies
has a long-term plan to establish a research center in Casper employing 30 to 40 people. For
more information on Ecosafe(R), contact James Monroe, 307-266-1789,
Ecosafe($EcosafeEMS.com.
